THE CONTEST FOR OFFICE. 
Fifty years ago Governor Marcy, of 
New York, said “to the victors I H*long the 
spoils of the enemy,” aud Andrew Jack­ 
son, when he became President, acting 
upon that suggestion, made one univer­ 
sal sweep, one undistinguished blow, 
against all who were not of the success­ 
ful party. From that time to the pres­ 
ent this kind of work has been going on; 
and we are told in dispatches from W ash­ 
ington which have already been publish­ 
ed in the Gazette, that Washington is 
crowded with those seeking office. Ten 
thousand applications are now on file for 
positions, 
aud 
in one day—Tuesday 
of 
this 
week—five 
hundred 
l»ersons seeking office sought to gain an 
audience with the President. 
We are 
also told that this state of things begins 
to work upon the new President, that his 
mind is not only troubled, his body fa­ 
tigued, but that he is disgusted with the 
relentless strife for positions iu which a 
man can get his daily bread at tin* ex - 
I>ense of the government. President Gar­ 
field is a man of tender sensibilities. He 
is not as blunt and sturdy as was Andrew 
Jackson; lieitberpias he the don’t-eare 
characteristics of Mr. Hayes. Ile has not 
the hide of a rhinoceros, neither can he 
carry his heart in his cheek. He expeet- 
ed a rush for offices, but did not expect

Had Bartolomeo Colon reached London 
in time, had Christoval been by any 
chance a little later or a little earlier at 
the monastery door, the fate pf Europe 
might have been changed, and the des­ 
tiny of tho Anglo-Saxon race altered. 
Three centuries later it was again near­ 
ly revolutionized, for in 1806 the En 
glish held Buenos Ayres, and it is no 
secret that Napoleon was almost per­ 
suaded to abandon Euroj^e as a lichi 
for his ambition and try what he could 
accomplish in the way of carving out 
an empire among the dissatisfied prov- 
uices of South America. When Citizen 
Bonaparte seemed littie likely to sit or* 
the throne of Ixmis Caput he was on 
the point of offering his sword to tho 
Sultan as at a later period Von Moltkc 
actually did.

Even Catherine ll.—profoundly suspi­ 
cious of Potsdam after the “ acaudal 
about Queen Elizabeth”—carefully ex­ 
amined her husband’s correspondence 
before she concluded an alliance with 
the royal letter writer. It is hardly 
forty years since Louis Philippe threat­ 
ened war against the Texan republic I 
because an irate citizen had shot tho 
trespassing pigs of the French ambas­ 
sador. 
As it was he prevented the 
Lone Star sovereignty from floating 
their European loan, and thus, the King I 
and the pigs combined, hastened tho 
annexation of Texas to the United j 
States. The Dutch are said to have j 
jockeyed" us out of Malacca in ex­ 
change for Java by representing on the I 
man, which our simple-minded envoys j 
took for granted, the one territory as j 
large and the other as small; and among j 
the most firmly rooted traditions of 
American diplomacy is one which repre­ 
sents the English commissi* mer as agree­ 
ing to the surrender of Oregon “ be­ 
cause a country in which a salmon docs 
not rise to the fly cannot be worth 
mach.”

Formerly this was not so much 
the case, because tile necessity for 
strong discipline was so thoroughly ac­ 
knowledged that it was maintained al­ 
most without an etlbrt, and the habit 
of obedience was enforced by practically 
irresistible authority.

compressed by the facts of life and be­ 
comes at once strong and pliable like 
leather. 
With the rich that discipline 
is absent anjJ cannot be artificially pro­ 
duced; anti the young have only con­ 
scious “ training,” in the athlete's 
sense, from direct authority, which, as 
we said, it is the tendency of the age to 
relax. The result is not only that tho 
passions, especially the passion of self- 
will, grow too strong, though that is so 
clear as to have become a truism; but 
that among both good and bail a cer­ 
tain bonelessness of character is appar­ 
ent, a certain indisposition to endure, 
or to form strong purposes as to the 
work of a life, a certain want not so 
much of energy as of decision and per­ 
tinacity. The children of the strugglers 
very often fail utterly, either from in­ 
herent defects of character or from in­ 
superable obstacles of position; but 
more of them win than the children of 
the well-off, and, taken as a body, they 
have stronger and finer characters. As 
their children grow up the well-to-do 
find them more ourdensome, more diffi­ 
cult to manage, more trouble to “ set­ 
tle,” than the poorer do; are more anx­ 
ious for their future and more displeased 
with their defects of character aud con­ 
duct, which, indeed, from the absence 
of the pressure of circumstances, are 
much greater. 
With the very rich, 
anxiety about their children, crosses of 
dTffeixmtkindsTftfileted by them and their 
frequent total failures, make up, we be­ 
lieve, a definite and 
par ab* source of 
pain;and even with the well-off, greatly 
mcreasc*the burd en of life, just at a time 
when burdens are most anxiously avoid­ 
ed. 
A man has not gained much in tho 
Struggle of life whose children are 
profligate, babyish, characterless, or 
givou up to selfishness; and that is far 
more often the lot of the rich than of 
the {KMM* *ond constitutes at least one 
“ pinch of wealth.”—London Spectator. 


ll ap id Telegraphy. 
A few days ago the American Rapid 
Telegraph Company opened its oftico 
for business on Devonshire Street, uear 
the Old State House. 
It holds patents 
which it is claimed enable it to send 
messages at the rate of a thousand 
words a minute, by methods which are 
probably familiar to the public from 
previous descriptions. 
In brief, mes­ 
sages are prepared by perforating ma­ 
chines; the perforations are arranged 
conventionally into letters, and all tnat 
is required of the operator is turning a 
wheel—the messages appearing as per­ 
forations on continuous strips of paper 
at the receiving end. 
The main work 
of transmission is in making the perfora­ 
tions at the sending end* and in tran­ 
scribing into writing (or type-writer 
copy) at the receiving end.

any was organized last year in New 
ork, but the officers are all Boston | 
men.

one cable to do the work of five under 
the present system.

rapid system of telegraphy, and tile in­ 
struments for its application will cost 
several thousand dollars apiece. 
It is 
called the “ metrical system,” because 
the dispatches are sent and charged for 
by measure—so much a yard. Mr. Reed 
owns these cable patents personally, 
and also the right to use the land-patents 
in Europe, and his brother-in-law has 
already gone abroad to introduce them 
there. 
As the business of the company de­ 
velops the lines will be extended to the 
West. A line is in contemplation to 
Chicago, but it is not decided whether 
t# build the coming fall or in the spring. 
It is the expectation to join all the 
great Western cities with the East ulti­ 
mately. As the rate ©^transmission is 
a thousand words a minute, whereas 
the ordinary method can send only 
twenty-five, the great saving in time 
and expense is at once apparent.—Res­ 
ton Advertiser.

Said Mr. E. F. Carobs, a St. Boun 
numismatist, to a Chronicle reporter: 
Those who have a weakness for col­ 
lecting old ate! rara coins are generally 
men of wealth will indulge iii it as a 
pleasant pastime. 
They eau afford to 
pay handsome prices for rareties and 
become amateur numismatists. 
The 
principal coin center of the United 
States is Philadelphia, mainly because 
the mint is situated there. 
In Eastern 
cities, such as New York and Boston, 
coin-collecting is more indulged in than 
in the South or West. 
There are about 
ane hundred journals devoted to the 
coin and stamp interest published in tho 
United States. The prices of rare coins 
fluctuates considerably from time to 
time. 
Probably the rarest coin is the 
silver dollar of 1^01. 
There are said, 
on good authority, to be only six of 
them in the whole world. Their market 
value is all the way from $300 to $700. 
About two years ago Mr. Ga.nbs ran 
across a half-dime of the year 1K02, 
which was an unusually fine specimen. 
Ile sold it for $.'»0 to Win. I*. Brown, of 
New York, who shortly afterwards re­ 
fused $200 for it, thinking that it would 
bring more at auction. 
It was sold at 
auction for $117.50 and changed hands 
again for $175. 
The second rarej* American coin is 
the half-dollar of 1M52. They were only 
coined at the Philadelphia Mint. Cents 
and half-dollars arc* the principal coins 
looked after by coin collectors, more of 
these denominations !>eing sold than 
any other. 
Very scarce are the obi 
copper pennies of 1793, 1709, 1804 and 
1800. The half-cents which were coined 
from 1703 to 1857 for some dates within 
that period bring handsome prices.
